He is ardently in 
favor of this plan in "Lincoln with 
an unpaid commission tQ assist in 
tho administration of city affairs. 
In this way, he believes, the mad 
scramble for office by the mediocre 
man would cease and only 
those 


who had proven themselves 
effi- 


cient and successful in other work 
would desire to be on the council- 


Thus Mr. Hager said, service an 


the 
city 
commission 
would be 


changed to a public privilege. The; 
council would be relieved of all de- 
tail which would be handled by a 
force under the manager. T^hls is 
the same plan that is followed out 
in all large modern businesses. 
A 


board of directors passes on the 
policy to, be adopted and the spe- 
cially hired executive carries out 
these plans, Mr. Hager declared. 


Mr. Hager said that a question- 


naire had been sent out by f\t. Joe 
business men to other business men 
all over the country In 
cities in 


which the city manager plan 
is 


used. The response was between 85 
and 05 per cent in favor of the city- 
manager plan. Follownig: the talk 
by Mr. Hager a discussion was held 
The discussion was opened by Prof. 
L. 13. Aylsworth, professor of politi- 
cal science at the University. Thirt 
attended the meeting-, 
Dr. B. "W. 


Rowe presided.' 


Althoug-h the board of regents of 


the university at a meeting Satur- 
day spent considerable time "in dis- 
cussing- the effect of the discount- 
Ing of unvlerslty warrants drawn 
on the state general ftiifd, it was 
deemed inadvisable to take any ac- 
tion in tho matter at present.

lieved that' this street sliou'Vi noi 
be made a highway or a busy 
thoroughfare; that attempts should 
bo made to direct traffic around 
rather than through the university 
campus:\ that any future develop- 
ment of North. Fourteenth street 
by the city ot Lincoln and the stale 
of Nebraska should 
contemplate 


the parking of Fourteenth blreel 
1rom R north to the railroad tracks 
to thereby not only direct traffic 
around the campus rather than 
through it for reasons of safety, 
but also to thereby assist In beau- 
tifying the campus. Many persons 
desired to have the university cam- 
pus remain downtown when this 
question was presented to

.voters several years ago. This 
board feels assured that the city 
of Lincoln will likewibo desire to 
do all in its power to foster a 
proper uni\ersity campus develop- 
ment.

Trails which western 
pioneers 


traveled in covered wagons 60, 76. 
and 100 years ago, scenes where 
Indian tribes met each other In bat- 
tle, the location of military forts 
that were established before white 
faettlers came, and other places that 
hgured in Nebraska's early history 
are shown on a special map pre- 
pared in the office of State'En- 
gineer Co* nan, which will appear 
a<> an l!li i..uion m his forthcom- 
ing biennial report. 


The map of overland trails and 


historic places will furnish a t.trlk- 
mgr contrast with another one ap- 
pearing in the same 
volume, on 


which will be sketched the network 
ot modern highways traversing the 
state and the means of cities and 
villages through which they pass. 


On the first drawing the territory 


originally occupied by seven tribes 
of Indians is Indicated within pres- 
ent county boundares. The Sioux 
were in Knox county: the Poncas 
m Boyd. with an agency at Nlo- 
brara; the PawVees In Nance; the 
Sacs and Foxe* in Richardson; 
and the Omahas and Wmnebagoea 
in Thurston. 
Descendants 
of all 


these groups still live in the same 
vicinities, except tbe warlike Sioux, 
who have removed farther westward 
under pressure of the white man's 
encroachment on their ancient pre- 
serves. There are also some Santee 
Indians in Boyd county at the pres- 
ent time. 


Where Main Trails Ran. 


The two principal routes of travel 


through Nebraska used by the eaily 
pioneers were 
the Mormon 
trail, 


blazed by Bngham Young and his 
followers, along the north side of 
the Platte river, and the Oregon 
trail, which lollo*ved its southern 
bank for a considerable pait of the 
distance across the state. 


The map shows the Mormon trail 


(also uied extensively during the 
gold rush to California in 1S>19) 
starting from where Omaha now is. 
running west to Itahakuh 
(near 


Fremont), 
past the 
Lone 
Tree 


southwest of where Central City 
now Is and on to the Cody ranch at 
North Platte: thence up the North 
Platte river to the old Red Cloud 
agency and Fort Laramie, just Over 
the "Wyoming line 


Near this route are marked two 
lamous Indian battlegrounds 
m 


Garden 
couutj—Ash Hollow 
and 


Blue Creek—-and also the site of the 
Astoiian expedition's winter quar- 
ters in 1S12-13, east ot JMInatare, as 
well as the scene of the great In- 
dian council at_ Mon ill, in 1851. 


Course of Oregon Trail. 


The Oregon trail entered Ne- 
braska from the south at a point 
in Jefferson county where the Lit- 
llc niue iher cuts the Kansas Imp. 
It followed that stream up through 
what arc now Jefferson, Nuckolls 
and Adams, counties, finally reach- 
Ing 
the Platte rn cr at 
Lowell. 
From there It went west along the 
•outh bank of the Platte to 
the 


Colorado 
boundary at 
Julet>burg, 


and then on to Fort -Morgan and 
beyond It passed old Fort Kearney, 
near the present townsite of New - 
ark, and Foit JlcPherson, across 
the 
river from 
Maxwell on 
the 


north bank. 
There was also, later on, a Ne- 
braska City-Kearney trail. 
going 


northwest from Nebraska City, cut- 
ting across- Lancaster county past 
AVaverly and Davey, and thence to 
Valparaiso and Octavia, and along 
the rU er to Fort Kearney. 


What was Known as the Nebraska 
City 
cutoff 
came straight west 
acros's the open prairies where Lin- 
coln now stands, and from here 
past 
Milford, 
Beaver 
Crossing, 


Henderson, and GHtner to Domphaa. 
before any of these places came Into 
existence.

Star In Spring. 


The first unit of a new College 


View Baptist church v'lll be started 
In the spring at Fortieth street and 
Sheridan 
boulevard, it was 
an- 


nounced Saturday evening follow- 
ing- the visit here during the day of 
G. E. Merrill, secretary of the arch- 
itectural division of the American 
Baptist Home mission of New York 
City. The unit will cost about $25.- 
000 and the completed structure, 
$100,000. The, First Baptist church 
also Is contemplating a new struc- 
ture at the 
northwest 
corner of 


Fourteenth and K streets, or re- 
modeling. 


Mr. Merrill was in conference with 


officers of the College" View and 
Lincoln churches-Saturday and sub- 
mitted preliminary sketches for the 
new church They provide for three 
units, the first of which -will be the 
educational section. The auditorium 
will be of Colonial architecture tow- 
ering above the other units. 
The 
entire building will be shaped like 
a U, an'd will be brick and concrete 
with white stone trim. The 
brick 
probably will be buff. 
The' preliminary sketches did not 


suit the location, Rev. Mr. Ford, tlie 
pastor, said, and Mr. Merrill will 
draw others. The working drawings 
will be made by Lincoln architects. 
Mr. Merrill -was entertained 
Sat- 


urday at a noon luncheon at the 
Grand hotel by about twenty-live 
members of the different Lincoln 
Baptist churches. He spoke on "The 
Ideal Church Buildings." 
Plans for the First Baptist.church 
have not gained much headway and 
will not until Mr. Merrill returns 
and makes additional studies. 


Mr. Merrill left Saturday evening 
for Missouri and Oklahoma points 
where he will sliow plans for the 
churches before returning to New 
York City.

Removing Valve Plunger. 


It sometimes happens that a tire 


valve plunger will stick below 
the 


end of the valve stem, just out o£ 
reach of the pliers. "When this <li£- 
dlfflculty Is encountered, bend 
the 


ends of a cotter pin slightly toward 
each other and slip the pin through 
a small vaster 
Grasp the end of 


the plunger between the ends of 
the cotter pin and push 
down on 


the washer, which will cause 
the 


plunger to be 
clamped securely. 


Then, with the pliers or a piece of 
wire pull up sharply on the cotter 
pin and the plungei Is removed.

PRQBERS FIND 


Coordination Committee 


Asks Congress to Set 
Up Effective Statute. 


EMERGENCY STEPS 


SHOULD BE TAKEN 


Situation So Serious Im- 
mediate Action Needed 


Before Enactment. 


A strong plea for legislation con- 


trolling radio Is made in the report 
of the national radio co-ordinating 
committee to congress. This com- 
mittee represents all , branches of 
the radio Industry, the organized 
amateur transmitters, many mem- 
bers of the Broadcast Listeners' 
league, as well as the broadcasters 
themselves. 


Two distinct steps are necessary 


to gain effective legislation, the 
committee believes. They are: 


First, the enactment ot an emer- 


gency control measure. 


Second, tho bringing out of con- 


ference of a comprehensive and ad- 
equate general law governing the 
whole radio industry. 


Tho emergency control measure 


Is necessary, the report states, be- 
cause 
broadcasting 
stations 
are 


now increasing at such a rate as 
to cause not only confusion on the 
air 
but tho possibility of even 


greater confusion. 
It is estimated 


that moie than 20,000,000 citizens 
are now enthusiastic fans and that 
their investment is 51,500,000,000. 


"Unless 
Immediate 
steps 
are 


taken by congress to prevent con- 
fusion in the air, this great radio 
listening public is likely to suffer 
tremendous Injury," says tho re- 
port. 


In speaking of "vested rights" of 


radio, the committee states that: 


"We have arrived at the conclu- 


sion that a • distinction must be 
made as between vested rights as 
against tho United States and such 
other rights Included In this term 
as 
persons, firms, companies or 


corporations may have aKainst each 
other. 


"It Is the opinion of llio co-ordi- 


nating committee that it is fair, 
just and reasonable, and In con- 
firmation of tho Interpretation oC 
the common law. that there be pro- 
vided in any radio law a recorni- 
tion of rights as between individual 
broadcasters as distinguished from 
Ilia vested rights of the United 
States which will bo in 'effect at 
the time and in the form prescribed 
in the legislation following your 
conferehce report. , 


"We bellevo that the theory, of 


the priority of operation, should be 
thoroughly defined. 
In effect this 


means that the allocation and use 
of wave lengths shall be deter- 
mined on the basis of those factors: 


1. The 
length 
oC time 
during 


which stations, existing at the time 
this act becomes law, have 
erated. 


"2 Tho character of service ren- 


dered by them. 
> 


"3. The 
requirements of 
their 


zones and communities for radio 
service." 


The report then goes on to pay: 
- 


"This committee- believes that tho 


lenn of license should be for not 
loss thin five years, providing that 
the licensee is operating his station 
properly, and regularly. 
It seems 


t,o this committee it would be only 
fair that the minimum term bo as 
herewith stated for the reason ha 
he erection and conducting ot a 
broadcasting ~" station involves 
the 


expenditure o fa large sum of 
money, necessary to properly serve 
expenditure of a large sum of 
warranted under a shorter, term. 


"It seems to us thjit such provi- 


sions should not be contrary to The 
principle that, except for the pro- 
loction of property rights on both 
sides, the government does not in- 
tend to operate, its stations for 
commercial purposes, except only 
under such conditions as exist jn 
fields where commercial stations 
arc not developed. 


"The opinion of the committee is 


that unai/ horizod rebroadcasting of 
juiy material .should not be per- 
mit ted."

electrical oscillations from a piece 
of crystal; using the fundamental 
circuit evolved by Lossey, the Rus- 
sian scientist who first 
disclosed 


the oscillating rropertles of certain 
minerals, and supplementing it with 
a telephone receiver.

tial across the crystal and soughl 
to find a sensitive spot.

"Owing to inadequate legislation 


and the resulting inter-bt:ition in-

rapidly becoming worse. We there- 
fore believe it to be imperative that 
specific and adequate radio legisla- 
tion be passed at the present ses- 
sion of congress.

"We also suggest that 
at least one member of the advisory 
committee be chosen from the en- 
gineering- faculty of an institution 
of higher learning.

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Scions of H.M.A Imy Family 


Have Been At Nebraska UnL 


Continually During 44 Years 


For forty-two years—ever since 


1ES4 with the exception o£ 1898 and 
1899—tho Horace M. Almy family 
liaa been represented 'at thp Uni- 
versity of Nebraska. 
During that 


time, three sons, a daughter, and 
fifteen grandchildren of Mr. and 
Mrs. Horace M. Almy, who settled 
on a farm near Lincoln v.-hen this 
city was little more than a village, 
have attended the University as 
students, the three sons and twelve 
of the grandchildren 
having 
re- 


ceived degrees, six of them 
with 
Phi Beta KGappa honors and five 
with Sigma XI recognition. Four o£ 
them have secured master's degrees 
at Nebraska, 


The first of the Almy family to 


enter the university was F. F. Almy, 
the oldest son, and Florence Almy, 
a daughter. They had completed the 
work in the schools of Lancaster 
county, and enrolled in the Univer- 
sity Preparatory school In 1884, F 
F. Almy receiving the degree of 
bachelor of science In 1830. 
He 


later studied at "John Hopkins Uni- 
versity, and" is now professor of 
physics at Grinnell college. Florence 
•was rfaTrled to William A. Mc- 
ReynolQs, now living- at Ashland 
She died a number of years ago, her 
son and five of her daughters hav- 
ing1 since been graduated from the 
university. 


B. G, and J. E. Almy, brothers of 


F. F. and Florence, received bach- 


elor of science degrees- with Sigma 
XI honors In 1896, J. E. receiving his 
master's degree the following year, 
and B. G. receiving his in 1898. J. 
E. Almy also was awarded 
Phi 


Beta Kappa honors. 


The following two years 
thgre 


was no representatives of the Almy 
family at the university, but In 1900 
J, E. Almy returned to the insti- 
tution as 
Instructor 
In 
physics. 


Since that time he has been made 
professor of physics, thus main- 
taining the representation -of his 
family at the university during the 
time there were none as students. 


Tfce so-called generation of the 


Almy family to register' included 
seven grandsons and eight grand- 
daughters of Mr. and Mrs. Horace 
M.. Almy. 


Six of those fifteen grandchildren 


were the children of Mr. and Mrs. 
(Florence Almy) 
William A. Mc- 


Reynolds: 15. 1>. McReynolds 
re- 


ceived his bachelor of science in 
agriculture degree in 1916, and is 
now a stockman at Ashland, Neb., 
Wjlla McReynolds, now Mrs. E. W.

State hospital 
resembles in its 


structure and atmosphere any gen- 
eral hospital.. 
In that similarity, it has achieved 


its purpose. 
Unique In Nebraska, the receiv- 


ing hospital has some prototypes 
irt other asylums for the, mentally 
defective, but they are few 
Many 
hospitals ha\e receiving wards, but 
only a limited number can care for 
their incoming patients in an Indi- 
vidual unit. 
Planned by Dr. D G Griffiths, 


superintendent of the Lincoln State 
hospital, and elected according to 
his plans, the building Is accom- 
plishing all that he hoped for it. 
The patients 
and 
their relatives 


realize that they are comms to a 
hospital, and tlie structure and the 
environment bear out that thought 


"Society has been very slow in 


adopting economic, humane, and 
piactlcal methods 
of 
caring for 


those of Its members who are men- 
tally afflicted. 
In many states the 


care of the Insane has taken prece- 
dence over that oC the mental de- 
fectives, probably be'cause the men- 
tal 
defectives are as a rule less 


Aibturblng In a community." Dr. 
Griffiths says 
"They go on from dav to day, 


every one perhaps realizing their 
defects but overlooking them until 
some 
peculiar 
freak or turn of 


mind thiows them into the class of 
Insane 
individuals 
and they are 


hurried off to a hospital for the 
insane. 
"Heretofore, the extent of mental 


defoctiveness has not been thor- 
oughly understood, but by aids oC 
various methods, such as scales and 
other apparatus, fairly accuiate 
and 
authentic 
information 
has 


been obtained. 
"Next to protecting a people 


against its criminal classes, if not 
the equal 
in 
impoitance, comes 
that of protecting them against the 
mentally 
defective classes 
The 


gravity of this pioblem 
may 
be 


judged when it Is known that a. 
largo number of actual criminals 
arc to be found among mental de- 
fectives. 


New Methods Ufced. 


"It is the business of the slate 


to try to discover and care tor 
these 
detectives properly. 
After 


Illegal acts -are committed by the 
defective, he becomes a subject for 
the courts to handle, and the ques- 
tion confronting those in authoiity 
is that of protecting society by 
correcting: him in such a way that 
he may be saved Irom a life of 
crime and society may be saved 
from the maintenance of one more 
criminal. 
"This entails a departure from 


the old methods 


"Many suggestions 
ha\e 
been 


offered by those who cojne in con- 
tact with these problems and the 
general 
opinion ii that separate 


units must be furnished for the cire 
oC the mentally 
defective 
delin- 


quents. 
This permits the segre- 


gation of such individuals into an 
institution that Is less formidable 
than a prison or reformatory, yet 
maintains the discipline and super- 
vision together with the care and 
treatment of hospitals " 


Tho Lincoln State hospital has 


a receiving unit, -where each new- 
comer is taken 
The building is three stories high 


in its full length, with the four 
wards 011 the ends. 
The two for 


men on the second and third floors 
are on the east and.' the two lor 
women on the same 'floors are on 
the west. The rooms opening on 
to the corridors of the four floors 
of the central portion of the build- 
ing comprise the general hospital. 


At the hospital, all patients are 


first taken into a receiving room, 
outside the 'wards, where he is given 
a. bath, dtessed In a hospital gown, 
shampooed, -weighed and measured 
From there ho is taken to the \\aid. 
given a"single room and put in bed 
for a ten-day observation period 
According to Dr 
Guffith, 
this 
method of receiving assures the 
patient privacy and saves him the 
embarrassment 
incident 
to 
the 


change of environment under the 
older method o£ taking him at once 
to the ward. 


Latest Devices. 


On the second floor with the re- 


ceiving rooms for the men and foi 
the women is the psychopathic 
room, where the individual cases 
are studied 
A bright and cheerful 


room, but quiet, as the entire hos- 
pital is quiet, in which the soothing 
atmosphere persuades the patient 
to tell of his hallucinations. 
An 


adequate dressing room, there is 
ona on each floor, to facilitate in 
physical examinations and minor 
surgery, a staff room, and the bust- 
ness office, where the bedside re- 
port of each patient is kept and 
made into a -permanent record 


On the first floor is the eye, car, 


nose, and throat room, where each 
patient is given treatment and care 
not ordinarily possibly in state hos- 
pitals and the psychotherapy rooms 
The diet kitchen, to which food fs 
brought Nfrom the larger kitchens 
by way of the tunnel and sent to 
the wards on a dumb waiter and 
the men's and 
women's dining 


rooms for those able to come down 
stairs complete tho first floor. 


Electric elevator service Is pro- 


Tided for all the floors. Patients 
mc.y be brought through the tun- 
nel from any part of the hospital 
and taken on the elevator to any 
part of tho receiving unit for cx- 
amlntlon.

Their coats ar.d best dresses, each 
mailced with tho name of the own- 
er, are kept ion hangers under a 
cover. Their night g:owns and ging- 
ham dresses and underclothes are

bedding, shawls, and other ward '

The hydrotherapeutic departments 


tvith their continuous baths, rubs, 
and massages, packs and sho\J-eis, 
sprajs and salt glows, have been 
xjiry successful and have done {rood 
work in improving the physical and 
mental condition of the patients 
received, according to Dr Griffith. 
About thirty-live bathi per day aro 
given in the men's, and in the wo- 
men's rooms, and practically every 
patient receives one_kmd of bath 
or spray lor a time. 


The control table, •which la 
a 


marble stand topped with numerous 
handles and levers, controls the hot 
and cold" showers, tho rose spray, 
the Scotch douche, and the continu- 
ous flow bath 
There Is a massage 


table, on which the patient is laid, 
coveied with a sheet wrung out of 
ice water to picvent any vacuum, 
an ice pack on his head, and then 
•with a couple of blankets 
The first 


shock of coldness is succeeded flvo 
or seven minutes later with a warm 
glow. The blood Is evenly distribu- 
ted to all parts of the body, and is . 
drawn from the head, which relaxes 
him and puts him to bleep. Tho hos- 
pital follows tbls method as far as 
possible In place of giving sleeping: 
potions 


Because Insane, patients are toxic, 


the steam cabinet and tho electric 
light bath are valuable. The heat 
of the baths eliminates poisons from 
the system, which tends to build up 
the physical health and the mental 
health 
Elimination and sedation, 


tranquihty, are paramount in treat- 
Ing mental cases. 


Relatives Favorably Impressed. 
"Tho Impression this 
icccivinp: 


hospital makes on tho iclatlves of 
the patients is such that they en- 
courage the patients with their ap- 
proval of the facilities at hand for 
their care and treatment 
Thus, 


cooperation, tho psychological fai - 
tor which is most important in tho 
treatment of those mentally -afflic- 
ted is gained between tho family, 
the patient, tlie nurses, and 
the 
state," Dr. Griffiths stated 
„ 


"Owing to the la-u s now in force, 
the receiving hospital can care onlv 
for those who have been sent to UK 
by county insanity boaids. Having 
a capacity of sixty-eight, thuty- 
four men and the same number oC 
women, its Inadequacy for the en- 
tire stata Is obvious /JC such psy- 
chopathic units,coula be erected at 
the Norfolk and Hastings 
state 


hospitals, tha caro of the mental de- 
fectives in the state might follow 
as a matter of course 


"Legislation would of course bo 


required to make this program pos- 
sible and to place the-responsibil- 
ity with one individual, a. state psy- 
chiatrist, who would have charp;c 
of, this welfare department, direct- 
ing vailous activities of those work- 
ers in his department. 
The psy- 


chopathic units would bo under his 
supervision. 


"With an Increased staff of sblc 


rtlcdlcal men and trained assist- 
ants tho matter of diagnosis and 
treatment could bo huriiod up and 
reports made to various coiuts 01 
commissions in less time than is 
now possible.

NEBRASKA'S WHEAT 


PROSPECTS 


Nebraska agriculture has good foundation for op- 


linnsm and confidence. 


Estimates prepared by the federal bureau of crop 


, estimates, not final to be sure, but conservative at 
that, show that the acreage of winter wheat In this 
Elate has been exceeded only In those years when the 
government wag calling1 upon the farmers to culti- 
vate every acie of available ground In order to feed a 
world engaged in wai 
' he acreage planted to winter 


wheat In Nebraska is approximately 127,000 acres 
In excess of 1925. It Is . pproximatelv 25,000 acres 
greater than the average for the period between 1914 
and 1918 and about 150,000 acres Teater than £he 
average for the period between 1309 and 1913. More 
than, 3.300,000 acres of Nebraska land were planted 
to winter wheat last fall. 


That would'not be especially significant werft It 


not for the fact that ideal conditions prevailed while 
tho farmers were sowing this enormous acreage, and 
have continued throughout all of the fall and early 
winter growing season, until snow and Ice. covered 
the fields. 
Since August the c has been plenty of 


moisture to start the crop under ideal conditions. 
There was plenty or sunshine. 
~ 


In the opinion of G. H. Stewart.^of the agronomy 


department, College of Agriculture, University of Ne- 
braska, winter wheat Is the finest in Nebraska he 
has vjen In years. 
There *ia5 been a. considerable 


loss in tho last two years from 
winter killing of 


wheat. The faimers may rest secure in the knowl- 
edge this year that winter killing will be.reduced to 
the minimum. Prof. Stewart says he "cannot recall 
any year when the condition of winter wheat was 
better, and the chance of injury between now and 
spring so slight." The bountiful amount of moisture 
which has been stored In the'soil as a result of an 
unusually wet fall and early wint r is a 
guaranty 


against damage 
A lack of moisture at the roots of 


the wheat plants during the bit rly cold months is 
responsible for its loss throng1- winter killing. 


* * * 


The Indisputable fact is that at this period of the 


year, Nebraska never looked forward to a more bril- 
liant crop prospect than looms ahead In 1927 


Since tha middle of Autrust. 15.15 inches of mois- 


ture has fallen upon Nebraska fields. 
The average 


yearly rainfall In tho ilate is but 23.57 inches, to 
that in less than four months considerably i ore than 
half of the normal 12-inonths precipitation faoaked 
Nebraska soil. It fell slowly eno pli to soak. Into tho 
parched giound. Until those rains, which came lato 
In August, Nebraska had a deficiency in moisture of 
7.60 inchei. It has virtually been r. ade good and by 
the end of December, there w''l likely be an excess. 


In tho forty-two years that records had been kept 


In this state, only two—1S05 and 
1910—have 
seen 


more moisture fall In the 4-months period from Au- 
gust 1, to December 1. It was 6 inches in excess of 
tho amount tecelved in 1" n seven months preceding it. 
Tho rainfall and snow in I'^veu er v -s the greatest 
in fifty years with but one exception. 
Only three 


other years since 1S76 have exceeded the rainfall re- 
corded In Nebraska during September of 192G. Au- 
gust of this year has only been equalled or exceeded 
but five times since Nebraska became a state. 


Not only has wheat been tucked, way for tho win- 


ter in tho finest condition but the large amoOnt ot 
moiiture In the soil augurs well for spring. A dry 
fall and winter imposes a terrific handicap In tlic 
spring. A wot Call and winter supplies a tremendous 
advantage In the crop season which follows. 
The 


splendid soil conditions which prevail in 
Nebraska 


now augur well not only for the millions of acres of 
wheat which have been planted but for all crops 
which will he sown on Nebraska farms in 1927.

ka In the fall and early winter months. 


It does not call for unusual vision to forese- what it 


means. 


Not since 1910 has the soil been so thoroughly sat- 


urated.

to start with when spring robs the winds of their 
chill, and mother Earth again awakens to the mira- 
cle of growing vegetation. It is a situation that 
should revive and strengthen the faith and confi- 
dence o£ those who have seen Nebraska bloom anj 
produce most abundantly these many years. 


SALE OF THE VICTOR COMPANY. 


Another great, nationally-known, family-owned in- 


dustrial establishment is to pass into other hands. 


(.Announcement of the prospective sale of the.Victor 
Talking Machine company to "Wall Street banking 
firms for $40,000,000 is tho third'Instance in recent 
months when a great industrial institution passed 
from the family of tho founder, whose genius and 
ability made It possible. 


First came the sale of the Dodge Motor Car com- 


pany by the Dodge family for a'colossal sum. Fast 
on its heels was the purchase of the National Cash 
Register company. Its stock was very largely held 
by one family. Now it is the Victor concern. All 
were conspicuously successful and provided the foun- 
dation, for huge fortunes. It is expected that own- 
ership of these concerns will- pass to tho public 
through the sale of securities. 


Eldridge R. Johnson, founder and chief owner of 


the Victor company, holds 245,000 of the 348,863 shares 
of stock. He will receive $115 a share for his hold- 
ings, and tho syndicate making the purchase has in- 
dicated Its willingness to „ take over the minority 
stockholders' interests on the same basis. Johnson, 
who 13 60 years of age, -will receive 528,175,000. Thir- 
ty-two years ago he1 launched his talking machine 
project as a. penniless mechanic and with virtually no 
cash capital. He started his enterprise at Camden, 
N. J., which still remains the home of the company, 
and seven years later Incorporated it. The company 
now employs 11,000 men. The home factory at Cam- 
den covers six city blocks and there is also a larga 
plant at Oakland, California.

EFFECT OF RIVER IMPROVEMENT. 


An example of what may be accomplished by the 


Improvement of even small rivers Is to be seen In the 
case of the Mononsahcla, -which at Pittsburgh joins 
the Allegheny to form the Ohio. At low water the 
Monongahela discharges only 140 cubic feet of water 
per second at its mouth, which Is only about one- 
twelfth of the discharge of the Mississippi at Minne- 
apolis. 


At Fairmont, TV. Va., 12S miles up the stream, how- 


ever, arc valuable coal mines, so a number cf years 
ago tho task of making tho river navigable was un- 
dertaken. Prior to that time cnlv rafts and flat 
boats of not more than ono foot draft could be float- 
ed on it, but an almost unbelievable transformation 
has taken place. 


Tho work, first undertaken by a private company, 


was completed by the federal government, 
fifteen 


locks and dams being built. Now a low water depth 
of from seven to eight feet Is maintained for the 
greater part of the way, but there, is still a stretch 
oC nineteen miles where the depth is only six fact or 
a little less at low water. 


Traffic on this small stream Is at tho present time 


about 24,000,000 tons annually and tho total cost otj 
tho improvement is given by the chief engineer in 
charge of the work al 510,883,060.49. It will be seen 
therefore, that -with a saving of fifty cents per ton 
on this traffic tho entire cost of tins improvement 
Mould be paid in a single year. 


"\Vhllc the improvement of the Ohio river and its 


tributaries is far ahead of that of the upper Missis- 
sippi and tho ilissouri, it still lacks a great deal of 
being complete. Notwithstanding this fact, however. 
Secretary Hoover recently made tho statement that 
freight traffic on tho Ohio Monongahela and Alle- 
gheny rivers in 10-23 exceeded that of tho Panama 
canal by 3,173, 455 tons and that of the Suez canal 
by 5,457,000 tons.

Numerous powerful interests are exerting them- 


•olves against the reclamation oC tho Inland water- 
ways of tho country, but so thoroughly tiro'the'peo- 
ple of the central west becoming aroused to the 1m- 
. poitanco of tlic proposal that it is not believed that 


justice in this respect can be much longer withhold 
from'-them. Tho Panama canal, constructed at pub- 
lic expense, has been of vast benefit to tho country 
at large, but it has w orked a distinct disadvantage to 
the central west and nothing but the placing of, Its 
rivers in a navigable condition will overcome 'this 
handicap.

ANDY HOUSTON. 


It's something 
over 
forty-two 


years since I left my boyhood homo 
in western Pennsylvania to settle 
in Nebraska; and it is more than 
twenty-two years since I last vis- 
ited "Irish Ridge"—if I may be Per- 
mitted to use Richard Forbes' de- 
signation of that portion of New 
Vernon township 
lying south of 


Sandy Creek. 


Here in Nebraska I find it diffi- 


cult to convince people that, even 
though I came from Pennsylvania, 
I was not brought up In a Pennsyl- 
vania "Dutch" neighborhood. "Oh, 
yes," they will "say, "you are, a 
Pennsylvanian — P e n n s y l v a nia 
Duti^h. 
Curious 
people, 
aren't 


they?" And although I insist that 
our neighborhood 
was 
distinctly 


Protestant Irish with a scattering of 
English, I find my statements "go 
in at one ear and out at the other." 


And thinking over this the other 


night, my thoughts wandered to 
a number of quaint characters In 
my old home vicinity—men and wo- 
men who can by no stretch of the 
imagination be called "types;" but 
each in his or her own peculiar way 
being unique. 


Perhaps all of these have long 


since claimed the "six feet of earth 
(which) makes all men of one size." 
For many of the grandfathers and 
grandmothers now living in Mercer 
County, in New Vernon township 
and on "Irish Ridge," were'born af- 
ter I emigrated in 1884. 
And the 


subject of this sketch was middle- 
aged ("old" I then thought) when I 
was a lad of ten or twelve. 
No 
ono In 
our 
neighborhood 


really 
knew 
very 
much 
about 


Andrew Houston. "Andy1 as we all 
called him behind his "hack—or his 
two sisters who kept ho'use for him. 
Old maids we called them. 
But 


almost any girl past twenty-one 
and unmarried was an "old maid" 
to ua. 
As nearly as I can recollect the 


gossip about Andy Houston, he had 
been, a professor In mathematics in 
some fresh-water college, probably 
somewhere In Ohio; for In the early 
days the "Western Reserve" in 
Ohio was much better off in schools 
and colleges than was our own 
western Pennsylvania. For some 
reason unknown to us, Houston re- 
signed his chair, came to Pennsyl- 
vania and bought forty 
or_,flfty 


acres of most worthless land bord- 
ering on Sandy Creek and settled 
down to.enjoy bucolic life. 


I doubt whether Andy Houston 


really had a very happy life on his 
farm. 
He wag so quiet and re- 
served in his manner that, after In- 
effectual attempts to "pump" him, 
his neighbors—or some of them— 
delighted in shocking him by ob- 
scenities and profanities. I recollect 
hearing of one incident when Andy 
was helping at work on- the roads 
when one of the men asked him a 
very embarrassing question, espe- 
cially when propounded to a bache- 
lor of Houston's pure-and sensitive 
mind. His reply was, "Mr. Blank, 
I think"you are very rude." And 
for some reason the men let him 
alone that day. 


Very likely the Houston home has 


long since disappeared. It sat back 
several rods from the public road 
which crossed Sandy Creek, and 
was near the creek. I think pos- 
sibly Sandy Creek was one bound- 
ary of the Houston farm, but the 
public road ran through It. Going 
toward the bridge, on the right 
hand one could see Houston's barn 
and a large pasture. He had a team 
of work horses and one horse, a 
lovely, well-developed gray, which 
it was said never had had bridle 
or harness on and which was then 
almost thirty years old. Andy had 
a theory that making horses work 
shortened their lives, and was test- 
ing it out. Nevertheless, 'Richard 
Forbes' "Plj" and "Bill" team—ono 
thirty and the other-thirty-one— 
rather negatived Houston's theory, 
for this team had worked all thelr- 
hves from three years onward, 


There was gossip that few per- 


sons In the neighborhood had ever 
set foot In the Houston household 
You were met at the door in a 
friendly 
way, 
your message was 


Istened to with respect—but you 
were not Invited to enter: It was 
said/he had a clock-work device in 
the second story with a weight that 
passed through a hole In the floor, 
and so arranged that the apparatus 
did the family churning. That was 
even better than Jesse Bell's tread- 
m'lll dog churn, for old "Lion'' very 
soon learned th<» churning days and 
absented himself for the day unless 
the Bells fiad forethought to chain 
him up tho night before. 


,1 wish I could express 
In cold 


typo the Andy Houston accent. It 
was 
not 
tho 
Lincolnshire—New 


Ingland—Down S o u t h 
"nnouw, 


haouw, caouw" but a curious pro- 


gression of vowel sounds. 
When 


ho said my name It sounded like 
"Chalrles"-or almost "Churls" only 
tho u was blended with e in some 
curious way. 
The word "stroke" 


sounded almost like "strewke" or 
"straiwke"—-oh, it cannot be 
ex- 


pressed with our limited alphabet. 


I recollect one afternoon or even- 


ing Jim Chappel, my brother Vant 
and I were splashing around In the 
Sandy Creek swimming 
hole not 


very far from the. bridge, but suf- 
ficiently shielded by willow trees 
so that we used our original bath- 
ing- suits. 
Jim was then an ex- 


cellent swimmer, but Vantf and I 
were the veriest tyros. I was mak- 
ing a great effort and splashing 
water in mv efforts to swim 'dog- 
fashion" when I heard a twig snap 
on the opposite bank. 
I looked 


across and 
saw 
Andy 
Houston. 


"Can /you swim, Cherls''• he in- 
quired 
"Not very much, Mr. Hous- 


ton," I answered. 
"I 
judged so 


from your strewke," he replied and 
walked away.

"Cherls," said Mr. Houston to me 


one day, "can you calculate cubic 
contents?" 
"Why yes," I said, "I 


can do cube root a little."

he continued, "a lady

I went home and tackled the 


problem, determined to master It, 
for I recollected that Andy had 
"stumped" Ben White with a sur- 
veying problem—and Ben had gone 
to college over in the Western Re- 
serve.

Slogan Caught Fancy. 


This slogan, sprung upon an un- 


suspecting public eight years ago, 
caught the popular fancy enor- 
mously. The phrase became a part 
ot 
the language. 
To the serious, 


it had the appeal of the poetic and 
the romantic. For the jokestcrs it 
offered opportunity for jibe and 
jest. 
Paraphrased, It found divers 


uses, both frivolous-and utilitarian, 
other than that for which it had 
been intended 


In the beginning it was merely an 


advertising slogan. But because it 
helped greatly to build up a busi- 
ness that has become an important 
unit of commerce and because it 
embodied an idea of definite es- 
thetic properties which it conveyed 
to almost the entire population of 
the country It has become much 
more than that. 


"Say It With Flowers — whose 


dea was it? 
Tho story is worth 


telling, for never was an advertising 
slogan more successful 


In 1917 the florist business was 


far from what it should have bpen. 
The enforced economies of war-time 
cut down purchases. 


That year then Society of Ameri- 


can Florists, holding its annual con- 
vention in New York, listened to 
what was for it an unprecedented 
proposal. 
W. F. Therklldson ot 


Philadelphia, chairman of tho pub- 
licity committee which had been or- 
ganized only two years before, rec- 
ommended that a fund for a na- 
tional 
advertising 
campaign 
be 


raised by subscription. 


Regarded As Necessity. 


"Flowers aro not a luxury —they 


are a necessity," he said. "They 
express every beautiful thought and 
sentiment on every occasion. 
Wo 


believe this. Wo must make tho 
public believe it, too." 


The proposal was adopted and a 


slogan was suggested which read: 
"Send flowers — always a 
good 


idea." But before this could be put 
into effect, Therkildso,n left 
tile 


chairmanship of the publicity com- 
mittee and it became necessary to 
select a successor. 
( 
Henry Penn of Boston was a flor- 


ist who hn.d made a 
big 
success 


through advertising. To him. went 
the officials of the society. 


"Henry," they said, "we want you 


to take over the chairmanship of 
the publicity committee." 


Penn is not a man of slow de- 


cision 


"All right." he 
said, "but one 


thing -I'd like to ask: All 
other 


thlng-s being equal, I want ilic priv- 
ilege of selecting tho advertising 
man who'll wrlto our publicity." 


"You're on," he was told in ef- 


fect 


Penn went back to Boston. 
As 


soon as he had settled into, his of- 
fice routine again, he sent for Major 
Patrick Francis O'Kcefe. and ad- 
vertising man_and his friend. 


Given Position. 


"Mayor," he said, "tho florists' 


society to which I belong needs an 
advertising representative. I have 
been given the ta^k of selecting 
thai representative and 1 want you 
to take the place." 


O'Keefe agreed. Then he began 


to consider the possibilities in

national campaign. The first thing 
to do was to evolve a slogan. 


Now evolving a slogan Is not the
